six decades there shall be no fires in any corner of

“He opened by admitting that as aparty 
they were idealists who built habitations away on 
the‘horizon but “we are not going to jump. there: 
We are going to walk there. One step is enough 
for me, nrovided it leads to the next sten.” -He 
believed the Labour’ Party occupying Downing 
Street and staffing the Government was the one 
thing required to give strength to morally courages 
ous, and power to they peace forces in all sections of 
Europe and emphasised their intention to the com- 
plete the structure of the League and to use it with- 
outreserve as the main instrument to secure in- 
ternational justice. 

Mr. Macdonald desired the resumption. of 
‘relations with Russia, not because he agreed with: 
what the Russian Government had done. “ Thatis 
not our business. I want trade, I want’ negotiations, 
I want a settlement from the coasts of Japan to the 
coasts of Ireland.
